UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 


The United States planned an urgent 
appeal to the United Nations today 
for measures against international 
terrorism, including a treaty to crack 
down on political crimes that cross 
national boundaries. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers was slated to deliver the 
appeal in the annual U.S. policy 
speech as the 132-nation General 
Assembly opened general debate with 
terrorism a leading issue. 


The global treaty being proposed by 


the United States, U.S. diplomats said, 
would be aimed at persons who kill, 
kidnap or cause "serious bodily harm" 
to civilians when: 


-The purpose of the crime is to 


harm another country. 


-The crime is committed by 


foreigners in a country which is no't 
their political target. 


This definition would apply to such 


cases as the murder of Israeli athletes 
at the Munich Olympics by Arab 
extremists and to the international 
murder-by-mail campaign against 
Israeli diplomats. 


It would not apply to terrorism 


within a country against the home 
government, or to deeds by members 
of armed forces during hostilities. 


U.S. diplomats hoped that this U.S. 


attempt to separate the criminal 
terrorism issue from causes such as 
liberation and anticolonialism would 
defuse the objections of various Arab, 
African and Asian states. 


Countries signing the proposed 


treaty would pledge to extradite 
alleged offenders or prosecute them 
under "severe penalties ... without 
undue delay." 


The Arab-African nations came 


close to keeping the terrorism issue 
off the 92-item General Assembly. 
agenda altogether in a debate running 
far into the night Saturday. 


The world body finally decided to 


discuss "measures to stop internat- 
ional terrorism" - a U.S.-backed item 
proposed by Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim - by a vote of 66-27 with 
33 abstaining. It defeated by a 10-vote 
margin, 57 to 47, a Yemeni bid to put 
off the item until next year. 


China voted against putting the it- 


em on the agenda and the Soviet bloc 
voted for the postponement. 
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six-day visit opens a new page in 
relations between the two former 
enemies. The Chinese leader touched 
briefly on what he called the "serious 
damage'' China had sufferd at the 
hands of Japan between 1894 and 1945 
and expressed a hope that the past 
would serve as a good lesson for 
future friendly relations. 


Tanaka then expressed to Chou and 


other Chinese at the banquet a "deep 
sense of setfreflectioh over the great 
troubles" of the past. This was con- 
sidered to be the first formal Japanese 
apology to China for previous milit- 
arism, 


"The time has come for both 


countries to have talks for the benefit 
of tomorrow." Tanaka said. "Our 
frank talks will contribute to peace 
in Asia and the world." 


In most respects the welcome given 


Tanaka at the airport was similar to 
that given President Nixon when he 
arrived here in the chill of a February 
day. The airport ceremony was 
sparsely attended and the Chinese 
honor guard contained the same 
number of soldiers that lined up for 
Nixon. 


Peking's weather was warm and 


clear in contrast to the weather at the 
time of Nixon's visit. 


The conversations between Chou 


and Tanaka began two hours after 
Tanaka arrived. 


The description of the talks was 


given by Japanese delegation sources 
soon after they wound up. The 
exchanges, in the Great Hall of the 
People, began with 40 minutes of 
polite small talk, then went into a 
two-hour working session which 
wound up at 4:40 p.m. 


Neither side disclosed what had 


been discussed but the shape and 
nature of future relations, including 
a new peace treaty and a commercial 
pact, were believed to have been the 
central subjects. 


The establishment of relations is 


expected to precipitate a break in 
Japan's ties with the Nationalist 
Chinese government of Chiang Kai- 
shek on Taiwan. 


Tanaka is here with 51 aides, 


including Foreign Minister Masayoshi 
Ohira. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - World Bank 


President Robert S. McNamara today 
announced a new policy of loans and 
support for projects aiding the 
"desperately poor" in the developing 
countries. 


McNamara told the bank's gover- 


nors, opening their annual meeting 
with the 124-nation International 
Monetary Fund, that industrialization 
in the poorer countries is widening 
the income gap between the affluent 
and "the poorest 40 per cent." 


McNamara called on affluent 


countries to double their development 
aid, and on the poorer countries to 
adopt land reforms and reforms in 
business, taxation and banking to 
redistribute income more equitably.

degradation-when it reaches the 


proportion* of 30 to 40 per cent of 
an entire atiwory-cannot be ignored, 
cannot be suppreaeed, and cannot be 
tolerated for too long a time by any 
government hoping to preserve civil 
order," said the former auto 
manufacturer and Secretary of 
Defense. 


"It would be naive not to recognize 


that time in many quarters of the 
world is running out." 


In addition to support for large- 


scale development projects. 
McNamara said the bank henceforth 
will support economically useful 
projects requiring many workers and 
lower skills. 


He named some examples; "The 


building of market roads; construction 
of low-cost simple housing; refores- 
tation programs; expansion of 


He proposed that governments set 


1975 as a target date for a greatly 
expanded program of censuses, 
sample surveys and other studies, 
with monetary and technical help 
from the World Bank. 


McNamara suggested the govern- 


ments aim to increase the income of 
the poorest 40 per cent at least as fast 
as the national average in the next 
five years, and in 10 years to increase 
this growth "significantly faster than 
the national average." 


Most industrialization programs, 


being concentrated in the most 
modern segments of the economy, 
provide few benefits for the lowest 
income groups, he explained. 


"Their countries are growing in 


groas economic term*. But their te- 
dividual lives are «*»gti«*«n in human 
terms _.," he said. 


"When the highly privileged are tew 


and the desperately poor are 
many-and when the gap between 
them is worsening rather than 
improving-it is only a question of 
time before a decisive choke must be 
made between the political costs of 
reform and the political risks of 
rebellion." 


As a group, the developing coun- 


tries more than met their target of 
5 per cent annual growth in output 
during the 1960s McNamara said. 


But the affluent countries are 


providing only half the target set by 
the United Nations for financial 
development aid, he said. The target 
is 0.7 per cent by 1975.

Candidates turn delay in ROW 
homecoming into campaign issue 


Three American prisoners of war in 


Hanoi have suddenly become an issue 
in the political campaign, amid ac- 
cusations and counter-accusations by 
Sen. George McGovern and Secretary 
of Defense Melvin R. Laird. 


Sen. McGovern Sunday said the 


Nixon administration was "playing 
politics" with the three prisoners who 
apparently have been released by 
North Vietnam to an anti-war group 
in Hanoi, but have not yet left the 
North. He blamed the administration 
for the delay. 


"So I call on Secretary of Defense 


Melvin R. Laird and I call on the 
President c. the United States to let 


these three men come home just as 
quickly as possible," the Democratic 
presidential nominee said in New 
York. 


Laird earlier had charged that the 


North Vietnamese were using the 
families of the prisoners-families of 
two of the prisoners went to Hanoi 
with the a n t i - w a r g r o u p — a s 
"propaganda tools." 


But after McGovem's criticism of 


the administration, Laird issued a new 
statement, saying: "It is a despicable 
act of a presidential candidate to 
make himself a spokesman for the 
enemy." He added that McGovein 
"knows very well just who it is who 


has delayed the return of the three 
American officers ..." 


The three Americans are Maj. 


Edward Elias of the Air Force, Lt. 
Mark L. Gartley of the Navy and Lt. 
Norris Charles of the Navy. Relatives 
of both Charles and Gartley are in 
North Vietnam.

The crash occurred as the F86 


Sabrejet was taking off from 
Sacramento's Executive Airport after 
participating in an air show. The 
plane had been converted to civilian 
use. 


Witnesses said the plane appeared 


to lose power in the takeoff. It 
crashed on an old levee barrier at the 
end of the runway and hurtled across 
a four-lane highway. 


The craft burst into flames about 


the time it hit three autos parked by 
the front entrance to the ice cream 
parlor. Two of the autos were rammed 
with the burning plane through the 
front of the building. 


Twenty of the dead were tentatively 


identified as customers in the store. 
Two others had been seated in one 
of the autos crushed by the jet. 


Christi Kiehn, 12, of Stockton, 


Calif., was in Farrell's with her 
parents, four brothers and sisters and 
two neighbor children - twin 3V4- 


year-olds, Kerri and Kristi Francis. 


She grabbed Kerri, crawled over 


two tables and pushed her into the 
arms of a man standing by a window. 
"Then I climbed out myself through 
a little bitty hole," she said. 


Kristi was found outside with a 


broken leg along with Christi's 
stepfather, Ruben Bacci, and other 
family members. Her mother was 
missing. She had not appeared when 
the ambulances took the children to 
the hospital Bacci. said the mother 
would be along soon. Early today she 
was identified as one of the 22 killed. 


"I was filling salt shakers when it 


hit," said McClusky. "After I-picked 
myself up I saw two people trapped 
in front of me. I grabbed two fire 
extinguishers and tried to get to them 
but I couldn't There was no way to 
get to them." 


Coroner George Nielsen said some 


identifications might be delayed 
because the fingerprints of children 
usually aren't on file. 


Leaking gas

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (AP) - 


Leaking gasoline touched off an 
explosion that engulfed four million- 
gallon storage tanks early today, 
shooting flames 400 feet into the air. 
Seven persons were injured, four 
seriously. 


The four burning tanks contained 


gasoline, diesel fuel and kerosene. 


The tanks were owned by Southern 


Facilities Inc., which supplies 
independent gasoline stations in the 
area. Across the road was another 
major tank storage yard, with 
facilities owned by Humble, Shell, 
Cities Service and American Oil Co. 
Fire officials said there appeared 
slight danger of the fire spreading to 
those tanks. 


Prominent Filipinos arrested 


MANILA (AP) - Fifty-three 


prominent Filipinos, including two 
provincial governors, six members of 
Congress and seven newspapermen, 
have been arrested in the Manila 
region since martial law was 
proclaimed over the weekend, the 
presidential palace announced today. 


Press Secretary Francisco Tatad 


provided the first official confirmation 
of the arrests over the single 
television channel still operating. All 
but selected media outlets have been 
closed and news being sent abroad is 
censored. 


Tatad spoke as the island nation 


awaited details of far-reaching reforms 
planned by President Ferdinand E. 
Marcos' government to create what 
it described as a "new society." 


Marcos said he was assuming 


martial law powers and reorganizing 
his government to block an in-

threatened 
by Mao- 


oriented Communists and to improve 
conditions for the masses who live in 
acute poverty. 


In his announcement, Tatad said 


four of the prominent persons de- 
tained had subsequently been released. 
Besides politicians critical of Marcos 
and journalists, those held included 
leading left-wing intellectuals. 


Among those still under detention 


were Sen. Benigno Aquino Jr., & 
leader of the opposition Liberal party, 
an outspoken critic of Marcos and a 
possible candidate for the presidency 
in 1973 elections; Sen. Jose Diokno, 
member of the civil liberties union; 
and Sen. Ramon Mitra, another 
prominent member of the opposition. 


A palace official said the announced 


arrests covered only the Greater 
Manila area, suggesting that more 
have been made in the provinces.

seven television stations and nine of 
the major radio stations. 


He has also issued a series of

said, at saving the republic from 
Communist rebellion and creating a 
"new society."

If the declarer, instead, tried clubs to 


discard his singleton diamond. East 
would ruff the third round. A trump 
lead to West's ace and then two quick 
spades and a diamond wold defeat the 
hand two tricks instead of one. 


Today's declarer knew the value of a 


ducking play. He refused to play his ace 
of spades to the first trick and let West 
hold the queen. It was now the 
defense's turn for blind alleys. 


If West continued a spade, declarer 


would win the ace, cross to his hand 
with a high club and ruff his last spade. 
He could then play trumps and lose 
only one spade, one trump and one 
diamond. 


If West tried to prevent the spade ruff 
love is

The ailing house 
Don't shake 
varnish can 
before using 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q: I have been revamishing our liv- 


ing room floor after smoothing with a 
rented floor sanding machine and put- 
ting on a prime coat of shellac. In some 
areas the varnish goes on with bubbles 
which dry that way. No amount of 
brushing will erase them while wet. 
Other parts of the floor are fine. What 
causes the bubbles? -Boston. 


A: Varnish needs the light touch. 


Never shake or slap off excess on the 
side of the can; press it off gently. 
When applying, let the varnish flow off 
your brush, with the grain of the wood 
and hi one direction. Dont go back 
over your work and never across the 
grain. Varnish is self-leveling. And 
don't shake the can or container. This is 
a sure way to get bubbles. 


Q: We have a very large attic, which I 


would like to clean and paint, then use 
only for storage or large nonfreezable 
articles. Could the accumulation of 
"dusty dirt" on ceiling and walls be 
taken up by the vacuum cleaner? How 
should I paint the underside of roof 
shingles which can be seen between 
rafters? -Virginia Beach. 


A: Only way to find out is start your 


vacuum with a clean container and see 
what happens. If you own or can 
borrow a paint sprayer, youll probably 
find this much more efficient than a 
brush at getting into all the shingle 
crevices. 


Q: While in Mexico I bought a solid 


oak trunk-style chest which has a dark 
oil stain finish. Could I use good furni- 
ture wax to preserve the nice ap- 
pearance? The hand-carving is painted 
in gold leaf. Is there any way to clean 
this or is it best to leave it alone? - 
Baltimore. 


A: Good wax over the present oil 


stain finish wfll do very well. With gold 
leaf you have to be exceedingly 
delicate. Apply alcohol with a small, 
soft artist's brush. Keep repeating. But 
if the soiling is stubborn leave it alone. 
Scorch marks

pointed a commission headed by former 
Supreme Court Justice George Currie to 
investigate state purchasing practices. 


Lowell Hall was acquired by the state 


in 1970 for $3.55 million. Atty. Gen. 
Robert Warren said the building was 
later appraised for about $2 million. 


UW officials said at a hearing last 


week that Knowles, other former 
members of the state Building Com- 
mission and the Board of Regents op- 
posed buying the dormitory at a fore- 
closure sale. 


Wallace Lemon, UW associate vice 


president for administration, said the 
possibility of a purchase at a foreclosure 
sale was mentioned as a means of 
saving state money. 


"We stated that this was an alter- 


native," Lemon said, "and we got an 
indication that this was not the route the 
government bodies wanted to take." 


Another witness, Charles Stamas, real 


estate counsel for UW, testified Knowles 
and former state Rep. David Martin, R-

Snowmobile traits

Students and faculty members have 


voiced a positive reaction to Lawrence 
University's month long transitional 
program for Mack freshmen which 
drew to a dace last week. 


The purpose of the program, accord- 


ing to Gervais Reed, associate professor 
of French and chairman of the 
program, was to help students polish 
those skills necessary for academic 
success and to initiate them into a 
predominantly white community 


"I think it's been very helpful." said 


Charlene Cuss of Chicago. "It gives us 
a kind of edge over the other freshmen. 
We know what's expected of us at 
Lawrence and we know where things 
are in town. We're not as lost as other 
new freshmen might be." 


The classes, which concentrated on 


math and communications skills, met 
in groups of three and four. Ten 
professors, a head resident, a minister 
and the university's reference librarian 
donated their time to instruct classes 
and workshops. 


Communications classes worked on 


writing skills in discussions and in 
papers on works by six black authors. 
Black identity was a central topic. 


Professors noted that black sym- 


pathies were not always unified and 
often did not go in the directions 
predicted. For example, one professor 
said black activist writer Stokely Car- 
michaei, co-author of "Black Power," 
was described as insane by some of his 
students. He explained, "Black culture, 
like any culture, has many different, 
even opposing heroes." 


"Keep smiting" 


Students served as educators on the 


concept of black identity and on other 
meanings in some of the writings. 
Sharon Williams of Chicago gave an 
example of this kind of exchange. 
"There was one poem our teachers 
thought was about promiscuous, 
dime-a-dozen black women and we had 
to point out that there was a deeper 
meaning between the lines. The poem 
told the hard side of the woman's life; 
how she was forced to keep smiling in 
bad situations, how white men were 
using her." 


Richard W. Winslow, associate 


professor of Spanish who taught one of 
the communications classes, said in- 
formal conversations with students 
also were educational- Discussions 
included the recent actions of the two 
black athletes at the Olympics who 
failed to show the expected respect for 
the national anthem. 


"My class told me the men acted that 


way because the anthem was written 
by and for white people. As winners of 


Olympic contests, the athletes should 
have an anthem they can relate to. 
Although I still don't agree with their 
•ction. I think I understand ft better." 


Math Mutes, offered in addition to 


communications classes, were not 
required hut practically all the students 
participated Students worked in three 
groups, organized according to their 
background in math. 


The computer workshop was an ex- 


tension of the math Held where 
students became acquainted with the 
terminology and techniques of com- 
puter operation. Computer games were 
designed to help students understand 
how the computer works. 


One such game was football. Linda 


Peeyy of Chicago explained. "You ask 
the computer for the code for football 
plays and then call the plays through 
the computer terminal. What you want 
to do is call a series of plays which will 
result in a touchdown."

promoted by the Association of African 
Americans (AAA), the black student 
group at Lawrence led by Robert Currie 
of New Jersey. Six AAA members 
served as counselors for the 13 par- 
ticipating freshmen. Some of the coun- 
selors and AAA members in the com- 
munity joined the classes. 


When AAA first presented the plan, 


the inclusion of all students with 
academic deficiencies was discussed. 
Students now enrolled said this would 
be less beneficial than the present plan. 
They suggested separate programs for 
whites and other minorities who have 
academic difficulties. They said they 
felt more at ease working among 
themselves. 


Students noted that, with a few ex- 


ceptions, people in Appleton treated 
them fairly but as something of a 
novelty. 


Steve Sims of Chicago commented, 


"That could be dangerous. They could 
hurt themselves when they're watching 
us instead of where they're driving." 


There was only one general regret 


voiced concerning the program; that 
more black freshmen did not par- 
ticipate. 


Reed summarized the consensus. 


"The students have been just great - 
enthusiastic and interested.

New poll gives Nixon 
big lead of 39 points

NEW YORK (AP) - A new poll 
conducted jointly for Time magazine 
and The New York Times shows 
President Nixon leading Democratic 
presidential candidate George 
McGovem by 39 points - 62 to 23 per 
cent. 


Moreover, the President has over- 


taken McGovem even among regis- 
tered Democrats, 43 to 40 per cent, 
according to the survey released 
Sunday. It was conducted* by Daniel 
Yankelovich, Inc., between "Aug. 25 
and Sept. 12. 


The 39-point over-all margin 


represents an 11 percentage point 
increase over a parallel Yankelovich 
survey taken a month earlier which 
showed Nixon ahead by 28 points - 
56 to 28 per cent. 


Meanwhile, McGovem aides 


disclosed the results of a private 
national poll showing the Democratic 
contender had whittled the Nixon lead 
from 34 points to 22 points in the past 
few weeks. 


McGovem campaign director Frank 


Mankiewicz said Sunday that the poll 
was based on telephone conversations 
with 1,500 persons nationwide, all of 
whom had been interviewed in depth 
earlier. 


The Times said there was an in- 


dication in the Yankelovich survey 
that McGovern may have narrowed 
Nixon's lead during early September 
but the shift was so small that it could 
have been accounted for by sampling 
error. 


In the Time-Times poll, 2,329 


registered voters in the 16 largest 
states were interviewed by telephone. 
The states account for two-thirds of 
the total electoral vote. 


Over-all, the poll showed Nixon 


ahead among virtually all age groups, 
social classes, income levels, nat- 
ionalities and regions. 


He led by 34 points among Roman 


Catholics, 51 points among Protes- 
tants, 38 points among independents, 
43 points among middle-income 
voters, 47 points among 
Italian- 


Americans and 54 points in the South. 


The most dramatic finding was the 


President's lead among Democrats. In 
the previous Yankelovich poll, 
McGovern led among all Democratic 
voters, 45 to 37 per cent. 


Further, in the earlier survey half 


of the Democrats who said they 
would vote for Nixon said they were 
firm in their resolve to cross party 
lines. In the new survey, 70 per cent 
said they were sure to do so. 


Both the Yankelovich poll and 


another conducted by the Gallup 
organization for Newsweek magazine 
showed Nixon ahead nationally 
among young voters. 


The Gallup poll gave Nixon a 52-43 


per cent lead among 18-to24-year-old 
voters because of an "enormous" lead 
among Southern youth. But it said 
McGovern was leading among the 
young in the East and Midwest and 
neck and neck among young voters 
in the West.

in a 2^-hour operation. A team of 
nearly two dozen mountaineers 
manned the nylon ropes and a 
delicate friction brake system at the 
top and on a narrow ledge of the rock. 


Pete Thompson, search and rescue 


director for the park, said the descent 
was the longest in the park's history 
and was believed to be the longest 
ever carried out in the United States. 


Olson and his companion, Wayne 


Haack, 24, of Portland, had started the 


climb Sept. 17, leaving word they 
expected to return Sept. 25. The climb 
was up the "nose route," an extremely 
difficult approach but the one con- 
sidered the easiest of the eight El 
Capitan routes that have been 
climbed. 


Olson said the accident occurred 


when he reached up for a handhold 
and a "boulder fell off. It hit my head, 
my back and my leg." 


Four rescuers lowered themselves 


down to the narrow ledge where 
Olson and Haack were stranded. They 
arrived Saturday afternoon and had 
hoped to continue the descent with 
the aid of a full moon. But gathering 
clouds reduced visibility and it was 
decided to delay the rescue until 
Sunday. 


The cliff has been scaled about 60 


times since 1970, when the first 
successful ascent was made.

Condor survives threat of fire 


WASHINGTON - The beleaguered 


CaMfomia condor has survived the la- 
test threat to its existence. 


A major brush fire recently ate into 


the last condor sanctuary, the Los 
Padres National Forest in southern 
California. 


Only about 60 condors still live there, 


but most were off hunting in the higher 
mountains, and the rest were in an area 
away from the fire. 


Until now, the greatest menace to 


North America's largest land bird was 
trigger-happy gunners, who found it an 
inviting - though illegal - target, the 
National Geographic Society says.

Civilization has taken its toll, too 


Condors like solitude, but in crowded 
southern California, hikers, campers, 
cyclists, horseback nders, and others 
have squeezed the birds into their last 
refuge. 


Perched on a dead tree limb, its 


enormous wings partly open, its naked 
orange neck craned, the condor is a 
sinister sight. Lumbering along the 
ground, flapping its wings to take off, 
the condor is ludicrous. 


But soaring effortlessly high in the 


air, the condor is one of nature's most 
magnificent spectacles. 


Its great black wings - marked un- 


derneath with tapering white patches — 


may stretch 10 feet MM! carry it up to 
10.M0 feet and higtMT. 


The condor flic* with amazing 


steadiness, making loag traverses and 
wide circles with grace and deliberation 
-a highly tuned Tiilplinr with reflexes 
instead of instruments and tendons for 
control cables.

Condors used to feed mainly on dead 


elk. antelope, deer, and rabbits. Since 
elk and antelope have disappeared from 
the bird's range, they now depend on 
the carcasses of cattle, sheep, and deer, 
and sometimes coyotes, rabbits, dogs, 
and squirrels. 


Condors take a long time to mature 


Not until their sixth year do they nest; 
then raising the single chick may oc- 
cupy the parents for as long as 18 
months —the longest nestling-fledgling 
period of any North American bird. 


If disturbed, the bird* will not return 


to a vulnerable neat sate for another 
year. Steep stapes, inaccessible cliffs, 
and denw tinajrt of brush have pHo- 
tected the condors from man's A* 
truaion in Loc*Padres National Forest. 


But naturalist* fear that even if the 


recent fire did not reach the condole, 
the noise of thousands of firefighters 
and their equipment may have frigh- 
tened away the big birds.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 


The United States planned an urgent 
appeal to the United Nations today 
for measures against international 
terrorism, including a treaty to crack 
down on political crimes that cross 
national boundaries. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers was slated to deliver the 
appeal in the annual U.S. policy 
speech as the 132-nation General 
Assembly opened general debate with 
terrorism a leading issue. 


The global treaty being proposed by 


the United States, U.S. diplomats said, 
would be aimed at persons who kill, 
kidnap or cause "serious bodily harm" 
to civilians when: 


-The purpose of the crime is to 


harm another country. 


—The crime is committed by 


foreigners in a country which is not 
their political target. 


This definition would apply to such 


cases as the murder of Israeli athletes 
at the Munich Olympics by Arab 
extremists and to the international 
murder-by-mail campaign against 
Israeli diplomats. 


It would not apply to terrorism 


within a country against the home 
government, or to deeds by members 
of armed forces during hostilities. 


U.S. diplomats hoped that this U.S. 


attempt to separate the criminal 
terrorism issue from causes such as 
liberation and anticolonialism would 
defuse the objections of various Arab, 
African and Asian states. 


Countries signing the proposed 


treaty would pledge to extradite 
alleged offenders or prosecute them 
under "severe penalties ... without 
undue delay." 


The Arab-African nations came 


close to keeping the terrorism issue 
off the 92-item General Assembly 
agenda altogether in a debate running 
far into the night Saturday. 


The world body finally decided to 


discuss • "measures to- stop internat- 
ional terrorism" —a U.S.-backed item 
proposed by Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim - by a vote of 66-27 with 
33 abstaining. It defeated by a 10-vote 
margin, 57 to 47, a Yemeni bid to put 
off the item until next year.

"Se I call on Secretary of Defense 


Melvin R. Laird and I call on the 
President c. the United States to let 


these three men come home just as 
quickly as possible," the Democratic 
presidential nominee said in New 
York. 


Laird earlier had charged that the 


North Vietnamese were using the 
families of the prisoners-families of 
two of the prisoners went to Hanoi 
with the anti-war group—as 
"propaganda tools." 


But after McGovern's criticism of 


the administration, Laird issued a new 
statement, saying: "It is a despicable 
act of a presidential candidate to 
make himself a spokesman for the 
enemy."

of the arrests over the single 
television channel still operating. All 
but selected media outlets have been 
closed and news being sent abroad is 
censored. 


Tatad spoke as the island nation 


awaited details of far-reaching reforms 
planned by President Ferdinand E. 
Marcos' government to create what 
it described as a "new society." 


Marcos said he was assuming 


martial law powers and reorganizing 
his government to block an in- 


surrection 
threatened 
by 
Mao- 


oriented Communists and to improve 
conditions for the masses who live in 
acute poverty. 


In his announcement, Tatad said 


four of the prominent persons de- 
tained had subsequently been released. 
Besides politicians critical of Marcos 
and journalists, those held included 
leading left-wing intellectuals. 


Among those still under detention 


were Sen. Benigno Aquino Jr., a 
leader of the opposition Liberal party, 
an outspoken critic of Marcos and a 
possible candidate for the presidency 
in 1973 elections; Sen. Jose Diokno, 
member of the civil liberties union; 
and Sen. Ramon Mitra, another 
prominent member of the opposition. 


A palace official said the announced 


arrests covered only the Greater 
Manila area, suggesting that more 
have been made in the provinces.

Snowmobile trails 


Byers objects to involvement 


Rep. Francis Byers, R-Marion, says 


he believes the state is "getting itself 
into an area where it doesn't belong" 
with its new program for development 
of snowmobile trails. 


Byers voiced his opinion after urging 


snowmobilers and landowners to at- 
tend one of a series of hearings being 
held to explain the new rules, regula- 
tions and fees passed by the legislature. 
The registration fee will be $9 instead of 
96, with two-thirds sent to counties for 
trail development. 


"Money for trail development to 


counties which have adequate public 
land is one thing," the legislator said, 
"but what about counties like Waupaca 
which do not have adequate public land 
and must resort to the use of private 
land for trails? I have talked to many 
interested persons who also feel the 
state should get out of the snowmobile 
trail development," he added. 


"If the state were to furnish funds for 


development of trails on private lands, 
these trails would automatically 
become public trails," the representa- 
tive continued. 


The 
Department 
of 
Natural 


Resources is proposing that snow- 
mobile trails be 8 or 12 feet wide, for 
two lines of traffic; three to 150 miles in 
length (with a happy medium of 10 to 25 
miles), that there be two-foot shoulders 
on each side of the trails, that res- 
trooms be spaced at intervals along the 
trail and that there be open space for 
"frolic and fun." 


Lots more people 


"This means that the pubfic can use 


these trails with impunity and my big- 
gest concern is the introduction of large 
numbers of people who have no regard 
for property owners and year-around 
residents," Byers elaborated. "I am not 
branding visitors to snowmobile areas 
as outlaws, but with the vast increase in 
numbers there will be more persons 


with no regard for the land and the 
rights of others." 


Byers pointed out that his concern 


was the method of operation and the 
safety of snowmobiles for the operators 
as well as for the protection of personal 
rights. 


"We should work to get this whole 


situation in the proper perspective," 
Byers continued. "The State of Wis- 
consin should only have concerned 
itself with safety, education, noise 
levels, exhaust emissions, ignition and 
speed. 


"The state license fee should be 


nominal, say $2, and the purpose of the 
license should be for identification in 
case of theft and identification by law 
enforcement officials in the event of 
misdeed. 


County agrees 


"The state has not come up with any 


way to police the regulations it has set," 
he added. "No speed limits are set. If 


there are those who want to race, it 
should be in a licensed arena." 


His views are held by others. In his 


home county of Waupaca where trails 
will have to be built on private lands, 
the landowners have the final say. 


Waupaca County is on the southern 


fringe of the snowbelt of the state and 
within easy access to the heavy urban 
populations where the bulk of the 
snowmobile registrations are held by 
city dwellers. Since it does not have 
public lands for snowmobile trail 
development, Waupaca County will get 
very little, if any, of the money from the 
registration fees. For the residents of 
this county, it is a popular club and 
individual sport. 


The concensus among local snow- 


mobilers reportedly is that the state 
charge a small fee instead of the 
prescribed $9 fee, and that private 
snowmobile trails be built with* county 
funds.

This garage building originally faced 


the east and was located on the corner 
of the lot, with a horse barn just west of 
the building opening onto Thilky 
Street In that building, on Halloween 
about 67 years ago, George St. Clair, a 
school teacher in the elementary 
school, was blinded in bqth eyes as 
William Bleck the proprietor of a hard- 


wan store in this building was unload- 
ing a gun and it accidentally discharged 
as St Clair looked in on his way to the 
poat office. 


Blecks later sold the hardware store 


to George Euhlecker who later built an 
addition for machinery and k was then 
known as Eublocker and Moran. James 
and Kay Maluet next bought the build- 
ing and operated a garage. Under the 
ownership of the late Roy Malliet the 
building was turned around so that the 
front faced the north and a gas station 
was built on the corner in front of the 
building. Stilens purchased 
the 


property from the Malliets. 


A grocery store operated by the late 


Mr. and Mrs. Henry Russ stood in lot 
north of the Stilen property and this 


t moved and annexed to the 


present Waugamie County Farmco 
feedmuL 


The other lot had a two-apartment 


home owned by Mrs. Margaret Lyons 
known as "Maggie'* to her many dress- 
making cuatomers and was occupied by 
her and her son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Mares for many 
years. Later it changed hands many 
times until its removal. 


In May 1968 Bishop Grellinger 


donated $1,000 toward a fund for a 
village Green. Later it was decided that 
the third lot should be purchased from 
Mrs. Edwin Reinke, the lot where the 
apartment house had stood. 


hi February 1969, the park commis- 


sion began a fund campaign. In March 


an option was taken on the Reinke lot. 
The Land and Water Conservation 
authority (Lawcpn) contributed 50 per 
cent of the cost, in April. 


The fund drive, by the time of a 


Memorial Day dinner, with donations 
of from $1 to $1.000 had reached $2,500. 
In October of 1969 after the Village had 
had the properties surveyed, Rep. John 
Byrnes reported approval of a federal 
grant toward the purchase. 


The Lawcon payment finally arrived 


in March of 1970, and trees and shrubs 
were planted in April Herbert Poppe 
was appointed custodian that year. 
Picnic tables, benches and a child's 
climber was provided in 1971 and the 
fountain with colored lighting was ad- 
ded this vear.

In cases where the youth has turned 


18 and is no longer legally a juvenile, 
his name probably will be turned over 
to the debt holder who could bring a 
civil collection suit.

The national park report 


The report of a panel, organized by the Conservation Foun- 


dation of Washington, D.C.. after a searching examination of the 
national park system commissioned with a grant by the National 
Park Service, a branch of the Interior Department, and sub- 
sequent criticism of some of the recommendations should both 
be taken into consideration in forming policies for the parks. 


The panel criticized the apparent lack of overall policy in that 


"many existing units... do not fit what we believe that system 
ought to be in the future." This future should include the 
banning of most automobiles, hunting and fishing, elaborate 
faculties and concessions, according to the panel's recommen- 
dation. 


Interior Secretary Thurston B. Morton already has criticized 


what he saw as a cutback on the use of national parks by the 
elderly, families with campers and practically all of those not 
interested in the wilderness, survival type camping and bird 
watching. Apparently Mr. Morton and similar critics feel that 
the panel was heavily loaded in favor of conservation for 
conservation's sake rather than an appeal to those interested in 
the recreational facilities the national parks might offer the 
paying public. 


Ideally the parks should be able to handle recreation of certain 


types and wilderness areas. This does not mean that all such 
activities are compatible. The panel is quite right in warning the 
"automobiles can destroy our National Park heritage." It also is 
on the right track when it concludes that "resort accommoda- 
tions and shopping centers do not belong.. .nor do camping and 
picnic areas which are so designed and congested as to bring 
urban scenes and urban problems." But perhaps the providing of 
adequate camp sites "equipped with electric outlets, running 
water and toilet hook-ups" which the panel would prohibit do 
have a place. 


While hunting is obviously unwarranted if only for safety's 


sake, fishing under certain conditions might be allowed. Sys- 
tems of jitney buses in some areas could also make sites of great 
beauty and natural advantages available to the old, families with 
the very young and others unable to back pack or ride horseback 
into the more inaccessible parts. 


Crowds are making severe problems for many of our parks, 


national and otherwise. It is likely that automobiles will and 
should be prohibited in some. It is also important that some park 
areas be preserved, as the panel recommended, in a state of 
wilderness with the least possible access by man. Such areas are 
not merely vast acreage of unused land as the developers would 
have it. Man's soul as well as his ability to play tennis or have 
time to watch television needs revitalizing, and wilderness areas 
play that part in the scheme of things. The wide availability of 
privately owned and developed accommodations for those who 
prefer luxury and planned recreation make duplicate facilities at 
taxpayers' expense unnecessary. 


The United States is endowed with immense areas of park 


land that are the envy of crowded nations which have had to 
guard jealously wilderness and recreational areas if they are to 
exist at alL But the mere size of our parks should not mean 
carelessness in policies affecting them. If, as the panel says, "the 
Interior Department's current policy is opposition to Congres- 
sionally mandated public involvement," things should be 
changed. "Direct citizen involvement" can "work to shape the 
National Parks to enrich the quality of the lives of all 
Americans." There would be less chance in more openness, for 
any one group, whether ardent conservationists or those who 
want water skiing on all lakes, taking charge to the exclusion of 
all others.

euphemism. And we must absorb as much of it 
as our teaming faculties are capable of.

If. then, we cannot escape government, it 


becomes a responsibility to seek to know as 
much about it as possible in order to use its 
rules to shape the system to our desires or else 
live in peace with it. 


Men win discrimination cases 


Laws and policies opposing discrimination in employment 


because of sex are beginning to be used by men as well as 
women. 


In New York at least three cases have been pressed by men. 


One man was turned down for possible employment at a 
woman's specially shop because the management was afraid 
women would not tell their physical measurements to a man 
taking orders on the phone. He received a cash settlement 


Another man complained to the Commission on Human 


Rights that when he and a woman retired from another com- 
pany, she received a better pension settlement than he did. His 
charge was upheld. 


A third recently collected almost $3,QOO from a bakery. He was 


fired because he wouldn't cut his hair and the bakery wouldn't 
let him mediate the dispute by wearing a hairnet as women 
employees with long hair did. 


"It wasn't a question of health. I wash it three or four times a 


week. They just wanted to harass me," John Griffin explained. "I 
was in Vietnam for 2Vi years and I remember thinking I just 
wanted to get back and live my life without a hassle. But then 
I'm into a thing about hairnets and all." 


The Commission ruled that Griffin indeed suffered 


discrimination because of his sex. The bakery "had no right to 
order male employees to cut their hair when female employees 
doing similar work were permitted to wear their hair at any 
length, went the ruling. 


Griffin isn't going back to the bakery. Instead he has become 


a mechanic and finds no one complaining about the alleged 
health effects of his long hair. 


Lesson fo be learned from Chad 


There's another little war going on with economic and 


religious influences making most of the trouble. 


Few people know where the nation of Chad is, much less that 


it has been involved in a civil war almost since it became an 
independent nation 12 years ago. It is part of what is becoming 
the same sad old story among African colonies -a nation formed 
according to the artificial lines of European conquest rather 
than any adherence of inhabitants, economically, religiously or 
tribally. 


Leaders in the south of Chad took over. Primarily they are 


Christian at least nominally, but critics charge that they have 
sent 95 per cent of their own to school while only 5 per cent of 
the north can attend, and financial benefits were also pointed 
toward the south. The Moslem north rebelled, the former 
colonial power of France sided with the south, troops came in 
and it was announced in Paris that the trouble was over. 


It may be the French way of copying the American 


withdrawal from Vietnam by calling remaining forces advisors 
and declaring the emergency won. Fighting still goes on in Chad, 
the always poor economy has been severely hurt by the conflict 
and the tribal and religious animosities have expanded. 


Two things have become clear in the many bloody struggles 


that have erupted in Africa during the last decade. The evils of 
colonialism have continued to find victims long after the fact has 
disappeared. And naive, unsophisticated, uneducated people are 
no more likely to love their neighbors and accidentally find ways 
to peace than are their allegedly more civilized cousins in 
developed capitals of the world.

BOSTON, Mass. —There is a chance, 


a very real one, that some of New 
England's 
Catholic 
Democratic 


strongholds will back a Republican 
president this November for the first 
time in memory. If so, there could 
hardly be more vivid testimony to the 
shambles of the old New Deal Coalition 
that put the Democrats into the White 
House for 28 of the 36 years between 
1932 and 1968. 


A bit of history is in order. Until 1928, 


the heavily Cathlolic states of Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island were 
among the most solidly Republican in 
the nation. That year, the Democrats 
put up New York Governor Al Smith - 
America's first Catholic major party 
presidential nominee — and Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island cast their 
first Democratic presidential majorities 
since the 
Civil War. Catholic 


enthusiasm for Smith was a major fac- 
tor. 


Catholics: A pivotal component 


From 1928 to date, the so-called 


Catholic vote has been heavily 
Democratic. Spurred by the economic 
pressures of the depression, Catholics 
voted two- and three-to-one for 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in the four elec- 
tions between 1932 and 1944. Harry S. 
Truman captured at least 70 per cent of 
the Catholic vote in 1948. Inasmuch as 
Catholic voters were concentrated in 
the big industrial states from New 
England to the Middle West, they 
served as a privotal component of the 
New Deal Democratic coalition. 


General Dwight Eisenhower shook 


this pillar, but only briefly. In 1952. 
according to Gallup Poll data, 
Eisenhower got 44 per cent of the 
Catholic vote to Adlai Stevenson's 56 
per cent. Then in 1956, Eisenhower 
climbed to 49 per cent, a level which 
helped him to win landslide victories in 
the Northeast and Great Lakes. Run- 
ning against Catholic John F. Kennedy, 
Richard Nixon was able to win only 22 
per cent of the Catholic vote in 1960 
(also per Gallup). Barry Goldwater got 
24 per cent in 1964. By 1968, Nixon was 
up to 33 per cent, as against 59 per cent 
for Hubert Humphrey and 8 per cent for 
George Wallace. 


Against such a background, then, 


weigh the implications of the latest 
(early September) Harris Poll showing 
President Nixon beating George 
McGovern among Catholics by the 
extraordinary ratio of 61 per cent to 27 
per cent. Should the President win the 
Catholic vote by even a 51 per cent 
margin, it ought to guarantee that he 
sweeps most of the states from New 
England to Minnesota. It might even 
signal some degree of more lasting shift

Historically, New York City has been 


in the vanguard of Catholic political 
patterns. Irish Catholic Tammany Hall 
was formed in New York in the 1790's, a 
precursor of the urban Catholic support 
for the Democratic Party that was im- 
portant even in Andrew Jackson's time. 
New York also nurtured the career of 
Al Smith, whose 1928 presidential cam- 
paign helped rally Catholic approval 
that became lopsided Democratic 
loyalties with the advent of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and the depression.

But by the 1960's, the Catholic trend 


in New York was Republican and con- 
servative. Irish Catholics took the lead 
in founding New York's Conservative 
Party in 1961. In 1964, Barry Goldwater 
got 40 per cent or so of the Irish, Italian, 
Polish and German Catholic vote in 
New York City, and then Richard 
Nixon won a clear majority in 1968.

"ItVStriver. Sargent Striver," a 


Chicago mother waiting inside a 
roadside health center at San Ysidro, 
Calif., told her son in a mispronun- 
ciation which may define Shriver and 
his political style. 


The mother's remark came on the 


second day of a campaign for the vice 
presidency by this Kennedy in-law, 
former ambassador to France, ten- 
nis-playing founder of the Peace Corps 
and father who tries to spend part of 
every weekend with his five children. 


Since that time. Shriver indeed has 


been striving. 


Feds caged 


By his own words, Shriver, who has 


an- instinct for the exuberant and 
unexpected, has felt himself caged by 
the requirements of Secret Service 
protection, by staff and by the 
demands of faceless schedulers back 
in Washington. 


In Green Bay, Wis., he went 


through the official greetings at the 
airport and then, with agents holding 
open the door of his car, marched to 
the end of the motorcade and into the 
press bus. 


With reporters leaning over the bus 


seats to hear, Shriver said jokingly: 


"Sometimes I think we should all 


get back on the plane, fly to 
Washington, drive out to Timberlawn 
and erect TV sets-one for San 
Francisco and one for Little Rock and 
one for the factory in Pittsburgh and 
one for the sawmill in Oregon .... Then 
we could just step from one to the 
other. We could have the same rallies. 
The same speeches." 


There are no stage sets at Tim- 


berlawn, the rolling estate Shriver 
rents in suburban Maryland. The 
factories are real, and Shriver tells the 
voters who work in them and the 
union leaders who represent them: 


Nixon disaster 


"Richard Nixon has been a moral 


and economic disaster for labor .... 
Ordinary income earned in ordinary 
ways is already taxed enough .... It 
is time for money made by money to 
be taxed at the same rate as monev 
made by men." 


The problems Shriver has had to 


face have been many and serious, 
ranging from the wound created when 
Sen. Thomas Eagleton, D-Mo., was 
asked to leave the ticket, to the 
problem of money, to the disaffection 


rally. Many of the Shriver crowds 
have appeared to emphasize the 
comment- jumping, squealing, 
pulling, tugging, pushing and 
touching the candidate who plunges 
in with obvious detight. 


To potential contributors attending 


a $100-a-coupfe fund-raiser near Mil- 
waukee. Shriver outlined the 
problems at campaign's start: 


"The Jewish vote was ... well ... 


estranged. The blacks were sitting on 
their hands. The Spanish-Americans 
were not responding and were, in 
some cases, alienated. The Catholics 
were upset about abortion. The ethnic 
vote was turned off by what they 
perceived as 'laxity1 and 'permis- 
siveness.' And the WASPs were for 
Nixon. 


"I've seen all that change."

Seeing a sign reading "Spiro is my

bad hero sandwich: "all bologna." 


He called Agnew "the great 


divider," Nixon "the great false 
promiser" and "the No. 1 warmaker 
in the world today."

In Cleveland, Shriver walked past 


Frank King, leader of the Ohio 
AFL-CIO, in a hotel lobby and did not 
recognize him. King had not endorsed 
the McGovern ticket and his support 
was a much-sought prize. Shriver 
apparently had not been told by his 
staff that King was expecting to talk 
with the candidate over a steak 
dinner. 


In Detroit, a news conference 


produced another Shriver fumble. 
When Eagleton left the ticket, he and 
McGovern said it was because they 
didn't want debate over Eagleton's 
mental-health history to submerge the 
real campaign issues. 


But Shriver told reporters that

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have been told 


That I have barber's itch. It starts back 
of my right ear and extends downward 
about three inches. Sometimes it 
devdopes pimples and itches very 
much. 


I have had this for more than two 


years and it doesn't seem to get any 
better. Do you know what I can do 
about it? -P.M. 


I'm not trying to drum up business 


for dermatologists, but if you haven't 
seen a doctor -and I get that impres- 
sion from your letter -then I'd see one 
now. 


Two years is much too long to allow a 


skin condition such as you describe to 
go apparently unchecked and uninves- 
tigated 
- Sycosis, which is the medical name 
for barber's itch, can leave some un- 
sightly scars If not treated within 
reasonable time. 
_ You can begin right away by chang- 
ing your own shaving methods. It's 
essential in treating this condition to 
use absolutely clean shaving materials. 
Sterilize your razor with alcohol, use 
clean towels and go to a brushless 
shaving cream while the condition is 
being treated. 


You might try applying hot boric acid 


packs. 


You could have either of two varie- 


ties of barber's itch, that caused by a 
fungus or the one caused by a germ - 
staphylococcus, for example. 
. Depending on which one (the treat- 
ments will vary) an antibiotic might be 
used for the germ-caused variety and 
perhaps an antiparasitic ointment 
locally for the fungal one. 


From your description, I would say 


you had a fungal infection, since that is 
the type of barber's itch that affects the 
chin and jowls more than the upper lip. 
The germ-caused variety usually stems 
from an infection brought about by a 
nasal discharge or unclean razors. For 
this reason, it is more commonly found 
above the lip. 


Incidentally, continued use of the 


term "barber's itch" can be a bum rap 
for barbers in this day and age. 


Most barber shops are pretty sani- 


tary places, compared'to what they 
might have been in days past when 
sanitation laws were either nonexistent 
or loosely enforced. 


Maybe we should start calling it 


-'shaver's itch." 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would you 


describe the symptoms of erysipelas? 
What part of the body does it affect and 
what is the cause and treatment? - 
A.T.A. 


Erysipelas, once fairly common, has 


pretty well be licked with the advent of 
the sulfa drugs and the antibiotics. 


It is a streptococcal infection of the 


skin that produces a red, swollen rash. 
Any part of the body can be affected, 
but the most common site is in the nose 
area, spreading out to the cheeks. 


It tends to come on quickly and is 


often accompanied by a high fever and 
chills. 


The streptococcus organism enters

Dells and Prairie du Chien-Boscobel. 
'Wastes would be piped to the plants 
within each circle, with the help of 
booster pumps every five miles, and 
then returned to industries. 


"Wherever the plan is put into 


effect," he said Saturday, "no wastes 
or water will be released into th* 


river, no water will be taken out ot 
the river." 


Becker said 90 to 100 per cent of 


the wastes would be removed through 
various chemical and mechanical 
processes. Lime would be used to 
settle out phosphorus and convert 
nitrogen to ammonia. Carbon would 
adsorb the organic matter. Chlorine 
and ozone would sterilize the effluent. 
And reverse osmosis or ion exchange 
would counteract the buildup of 
inorganic salts caused by continuous 
recycling. 


Much of the energy needed to drive 


the treatement system could be ob- 
tained from buring the two million 
pounds of solid waste now discarded 
daily in the basin, he said. 


It would cost about $188 million to 


develop such a system, he said, but 
federal aid might be available for a 
major portion of that amount. 


Becker said river quality would be 


enhanced to such an extent that the 
basin's $100 million recreational in- 
come could triple.
